FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 


Fire at any time is a terrifying thing that often leaves an 
aftermath of death and tragedy. That’s one reason we take a 
week each year to remind everyone that fires can be prevented 
before they make a tragedy of your life, wipe out your business, 
or home, or just cost you a lot of money. 


But fire takes on a new significance in the tinder dry re- 
gions of San Bernardino county. A single spark in the great 
watersheds of the county can set off a chain reaction that can: 
end up being far more destructive than the resulting fire itself. 

Supervisor Norman J. Farrell of the San Bernardino Na- 
tional forest says that fall in Southern California is a very 
risky time for forest fires even though it heralds the approach 
of winter. 


What little greenery is left during the sun-parched sum- 
mers months is now tinder dry. 


What is written off as just a brush fire during the late sum- 
mer and fall may become the spillway for a torrent of unre- 
strained flood waters during the winter when hard rains pelt 
down on the fire-scarred land. 


Right now a lot of residents in the Lytle Creek area near 
San Bernardino are eying the high ground and wondering just 
what will happen to them if the rains come and convert the 
creek into a roaring torrent of water._ 


It happened in Montrose in 1933. It happened in San Ber- 
nardino in 1945. It can happen again anywhere-in the foothill 
regions where a careless person ‘drops a cigarette or forgets to 
put out a fire.

There is one sure way to avoid the irreparable damage of 
a forest fire. Don’t have it. Prevent it.

NEW YORK (UP)—The New York Yankees scored a smash- 
ing 10 to 6 victory over the Booklyn Dodgers yesterday to win 
the World Series, four games to one, and take their place with 
the hallowed Yankee champions of the past. 

And és lion-hearted Vic Raschi and relief pitcher Joe Page, 
backed by a rousing 11 hit attack, hurled the Yankees to their 
12th world championship in 16 tries before 33,711 fans at little 
Ebbets Field, there was strong sentiment to rank this crew with 
the greatest of them all. 


Not in talent. Not in accomplishments in the record book. But 
in winning the big ones, taking advantage of opportunities, cash- 
ing in on the other fellow’s mistakes. 

In the rip-roaring finale to a tense and thrilling series be- 
tween two gallant balls clubs, it was the opportune hitting, mainly 
by Golden Boy Bobby Brown, which provided the difference. That 
and the usual great relief hurling of Iron-Armed Page. 

There were moments when Raschi, aching with fatigue of 
three gruelling pitching assignments since he mowed down the 
Boston Red Sox in the pennant clincher just a week ago today, 
tired and the Dodgers tried to close in. 


Finally, when Gil Hodges smashed a three-run homer to 





climax a four-run Dodger relly in the seventh, the margin be- 
came too close for comfort and once again Manager Casey Stengel 
had to call on the good left arm of Page. 

Page himself weary from a long pitching stint in Friday’s 
game, strode to the mound and wound it up magnificently.

Heartsick because his bat hed been stilled during the five 
games, weak from a siege of pneumonia and still feverish with 
the virus bugs, he had been a lone, silent guy throughout the 
series. 

But yesterday, going into a pitch by Jack Banta, he hit one 
that had the old Yankee label on it. And as he trotted across the 
plate, flashing the famed old DiMaggio grin, it was a moment 
to be remembered. 

It wasn’t a run that made any real difference in the final 
reckoning. His mates had taken care of that in very professional 
fashion in the first three innings by piling up a 5 to O lead, all 
of the tallies having been scored with two men out. 

But it was a symbol of the old Yankee power and was all 
significant because it kept this from being the lowest home run 
production in any series the Yankees ever had been in. Di-Maggio’s 
blast and one by Tommy Henrich in the opening game were the 
only two which were hit, tying the low mark of two set by five 
other Yankee Series clubs.

CHEYENNE, Wyo. (UP) —A

carrying three crewmen and a 
corpse, crashed late yesterday 
north of the Cheyenne Munic- 
ipal Airport after its controls 
apparently were locked by 
ice.

CORPSE TRANSFERRED 

The corpse, being transferred 
from Denver to Rock Springs, 
Wyo., was not identified.
